Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, which was 
received by the U.S. Office of Government Ethics (OGE) FOIA Office on March 9, 2017. In 
your request, you asked for: 

1. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and 
individuals nominated, or anticipated to be nominated, by President Trump for 
Senate-confirmed positions in the federal government, including 
communications with attorneys or agents acting on behalf of such nominees or 
prospective nominees, as well as members of the Trump administration, the 
Trump transition team, or the Trump campaign about such nominees or 
prospective nominees. 

2. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and 
individuals appointed, or anticipated to be appointed, by President Trump for 
positions in the Executive Office of the President in the White House, including 
communications with attorneys or agents acting on behalf of such appointees or 
prospective appointees, as well as members of the Trump administration, the 
Trump transition team, or the Trump campaign about such appointees or 
prospective appointees. 

After clarification, you limited this request to exclude nomination notification emails, 
preclearance notification emails, and report transmittal emails. You also limited the request to a 
list of certain nominees and appointees. 

Because the responsive records are voluminous, we are providing you with rolling 
responses. As an eleventh and final response to your request, please find 204 pages of responsive 
documents related to Jared Kushner, Callista Gingrich, Kellyanne Conway, George Perdue, 
Stephen Miller, Hope Hicks, Stephen Bannon, Robert Eighthizer, Ajit Pai, Gary Cohn, Dina 
Powell and Reed Cordish subject to deletions made in accordance with FOIA Exemption 3, 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(3) as material specifically exempted from disclosure by another statute; FOIA 
Exemption 4, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(4), as commercial or financial information obtained from a 
person and privileged or confidential; FOIA Exemption 5, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5), as inter- and 
intra-agency pre-decisional deliberative process material; and FOIA Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. § 
552(b)(6), as information the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
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invasion of personal privaey. The deletions are eaeh marked with a referenee “(b)(3),” “(b)(4),” 
“(b)(5),” or “(b)(6)” in the enclosed copies. 

Please note that OGE has searched and has not located any records responsive to James 
Nicholas Ayers and Sarah Huckabee Sanders. Also, OGE posted records related to Jared 
Kushner to its electronic reading room . The records are available at the following locations:

We are withholding approximately 109 pages in their entirety under FOIA Exemption 3, 

5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(3) as material specifically exempted from disclosure by another statute, FOIA 
Exemption 4, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(4) as trade secrets and commercial or financial information 
obtained from a person and privileged or confidential, FOIA Exemption 5, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) 
as inter- & intra-agency pre-decisional deliberative process material, and FOIA Exemption 6, 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) as information the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. The withheld pages are attachments to emails provided in the - 
204 page release and are identified in that release. 

OGE located additional responsive records that originated with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA), Office of the United States Trade Representative (USTR), Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC), and U.S. Department of State. We are sending these 
responsive records, along with a copy of your request, to these agencies. The FOIA Requester 
Service Center phone numbers are, respectively: (202) 720-0944, (202) 395-3419, (202) 418- 
0440 and (202) 261-8484. We are asking them to review the material and respond directly to 
you. The referred records are identified in the set of responsive documents provided to you. 

Please note there are special access provisions for the following types of records: 

• Public financial disclosure reports are not available under the FOIA, pursuant to 
FOIA Exemption 3, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(3) as material specifically exempted from 
disclosure by another statute. Instead, the Ethics in Government Act (5 U.S.C. app. § 
105) and OGE regulations provide for a special access provision for public financial 
disclosure reports. You may use OGE’s online system to access these reports. Most of 
the reports you seek (i.e. nominees who occupy positions for which the pay is set at 
Eevels 1 and 2 of the Executive Schedule) are posted on our website here . Any other 
reports certified by OGE are available here . 

• Ethics agreements are available online at the same location as the public financial 
disclosure reports. 
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• OGE regulations provide for a special access provision for Certificates of Divestiture 
(CDs). OGE has created an automated tool to request copies of the CDs, available on 
OGE’s website here . 

• 18 U.S.C. § 208 provides for a special access provision for conflict of interest 
waivers. You may use the fill and print PDF version of the OGE Form 201 to request 
copies of 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1) waivers from the employee’s home agency. 

• Ethics pledge waivers under Executive Order 13770 are available here . 

Because of the special access provisions for obtaining financial disclosure reports, ethics 
agreements, CDs, and conflict of interest waivers, and ethics pledge waivers, we are not 
processing these records under the FOIA.

Any such appeal must be in writing and must be sent within 90 
days of the date you receive this response letter. If you do appeal, you should include copies of 
your request and this response, together with a statement of why you believe this initial 
determination is in error. Also, if you appeal, you should clearly indicate on the envelope and in 
the letter that it is a “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”

I am committed to the highest standards of ethical conduct for government officials. If 
confirmed as the Ambassador to the Holy See, as required by 18 U.S.C. § 208(a), I will not 
participate personally and substantially in any particular matter in which I know that I have a 
financial interest directly and predictably affected by the matter, or in which I know that a person 
whose interests are imputed to me has a financial interest directly and predictably affected by the 
matter, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1), or qualify for a 
regulatory exemption, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(2). I understand that the interests of the 
following persons are imputed to me: any spouse or minor child of mine; any general partner of a 
partnership in which I am a limited or general partner; any organization in which I serve as 
officer, director, trustee, general partner or employee; and any person or organization with which 
I am negotiating or have an arrangement concerning prospective employment. 

My spouse and I have provided client services in the past through Gingrich Productions, 
Inc., and my husband may continue to do so. Upon confirmation, I will resign from my position 
with Gingrich Productions, Inc. My spouse and I will continue to have a financial interest in this 
entity, but I will not provide services material to the production of income. Instead, I will 
receive only passive investment income from it. I will not participate personally and 
substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable effect on 
the financial interests of Gingrich Productions, Inc., unless I first obtain a written waiver, 
pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1). I will not participate personally and substantially in any 
particular matter involving specific parties in which I know a former client of mine is a party or 
represents a party for a period of one year after I last provided service to that client, unless I am 
first authorized to participate, pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). I also vrill not participate 
personally and substantially in any particular matter involving specific parties in which I know a 
client of my spouse is a party or represents a party, unless I am first aulhorized to participate, 
pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). 
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I am the Vice Chairman and an owner ofElected.org, an entity that has no assets and generates 
no income, and that is currently in the process of being dissolved. Upon confirmation I will 
resign my position with Elected.org, and I will not perform any services for the entity, except 
that I will comply with any requirements involving legal filings, taxes and fees that are necessary 
to dissolve the entity. Until Elected.org is completely dissolved, I will not participate personally 
and substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable 
effect on the financial interests of the entity, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 
U.S.C. § 208(b)(1). 

Upon confirmation, I also will resign from my positions with the following entities: The 
Gingrich Foundation, Inc., the Windy Hill Court Homeowners Association, and the Choir of the 
Basilica of the National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception. For a period of one year after my 
resignation fi'om each of these entities, I will not participate personally and substantially in any 
particular matter involving specific parties in which I know that entity is a party or represents a 
party, unless I am first authorized to participate, pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). 

Before learning of my consideration for a possible nomination to a position as the 
Ambassador to the Holy See, I entered into an agreement with Regnery Publishing to write a 
children’s book. Remember the Ladies. I understand that I may not work on this book or 
perform any other services for compensation during my appointment to the position of the 
Ambassador to the Holy See if the Senate confirms my nomination. I will not participate 
personally and substantially in any particular matter involving specific parties in which I know 
Regnery Publishing is a party or represents a party, unless I am first autiiorized to participate, 
pursuant to 5 C.F.R. § 2635.502(d). 

I will retain my position as a trustee of the Callista Gingrich Revocable Trust. I will not 
receive any fees for the services that I provide as a trustee during my appointment to the position 
of Ambassador to the Holy See. I will not participate personally and substantially in any 
particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable effect on the financial 
interests of the Callista Gingrich Revocable Trust, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant 
to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1), or qualify for a regulatory exemption, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 

§ 208(b)(2). 

My spouse is a Senior Advisor at Dentons US, LLP, from which he receives a consulting 
fee. For as long as my spouse continues to work at Dentons US, LLP, I will not participate 
personally and substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and 
predictable effect on my spouse’s compensation or employment with the firm, unless I first 
obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1). I will not participate personally and 
substantially in any particular matter involving specific parties in which I know Dentons US,

My spouse also serves on the advisory board of Blue Ridge Networks, for which he 
receives stock options and an advisor fee. I will not participate personally and substantially in 
any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable effect on the financial 
interests of Blue Ridge Networks, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 

§ 208(b)(1). 

My spouse also serves on the advisory board of CSC Partners LLC, for which he has 
received equity in the company. I will not participate personally and substantially in any 
particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable effect on the financial 
interests of CSC Partners LLC, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 

§ 208(b)(1). 

My spouse also serves on the advisory board of Pathway Genomics, for which he 
receives stock options. I will not participate personally and substantially in any particular matter 
that to my knowledge has a direct and predictable effect on the financial interests of Pathway 
Genomics, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 208(b)(1). 

In addition, my spouse has a financial interest in The Lubbers Agency. I will not 
participate personally and substantially in any particular matter that to my knowledge has a direct 
and predictable effect on this entity, unless I first obtain a written waiver, pursuant to 18 U.S.C.

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request originating with 
the Office of Government Ethics, (OGE) request no. 17/237, which has been referred to the Small 
Business Administration (“SBA”), request no. SBA-2018-000878, in which you have requested 
the following: 

1. “Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals 
nominated, or anticipated to be nominated, by President frump for Senate- 
confirmed positions in the federal government, including communications with 
attorneys or agents acting on behalf of such nominees or prospective nominees, as 
well as members of the Trump administration, the Trump transition team, or the 
Trump campaign about such nominees or prospective nominees. 

2. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals 
appointed, or anticipated to be appointed, by President Trump for positions in the 
Executive Office of the President in the White House, including communications 
with attorneys or agents acting on behalf of such appointees or prospective 
appointees, as well as members of the Trump administration, the Trump transition 
team, or the Trump campaign about such appointees or prospective appointees.” 

The OGE performed a diligent search of its records and after redacting material, released 
documents to you and referred a number of documents to SBA for its review prior to release. 

SBA is releasing the attached documents, which include OGE’s redactions along with SBA's 
redactions. Redactions have been made by SBA, pursuant to FOIA Exemptions 4, 5 and 6. 
Exemption 4 protects material which are trade secrets and commercial or financial information 
obtained from a person that is privileged or confidential. This includes business information 
which if released could be competitively harmful. Exemption 5 protects internal communications 
that are pre-decisional and deliberative. Exemption 6 protects information about individuals in 
“personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such information “would 


constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” The redacted information consists 
of personal email addresses and personal cell phone numbers and business information. 

SBA has also withheld in full the United States Senate Small Business Committees Questions to 
Presidential Nominees and Ms. McMahon’s answers. These are being withheld pursuant to 
Exemptions 4, 5 and 6. 

If you are dissatisfied with the Agency’s decision, you may file an administrative appeal within 90 
days of the date of this letter to:

On June 13, 2018, the Office of the Solicitor (SOL) received your Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request from the Office of Government Ethics (OGE). In your March 9, 2017 request, you 
specifically ask for; 

1. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals nominated, or 
anticipated to be nominated, by President Trump for Senate-confirmed positions in the federal 
government, including communications with attorneys or agents acting on behalf of such 
nominees or prospective nominees, as well as members of the Trump administration, the Trump 
transition team, or the Trump campaign about such nominees or prospective nominees. 

2. Records containing or reflecting communications between OGE and individuals appointed, or 
anticipated to be appointed, by President Trump for positions in the Executive Office of the 
President in the White House, including communications with attorneys or agents acting on 
behalf of such appointees or prospective appointees, as well as members of the Trump 
administration, the Trump transition team, or the Trump campaign about such appointees or 
prospective appointees. 

The Office of Government Ethics found 147 of documents in SOL. The OGE applied redactions 
to exempt materials within the pages before referring the records to Sol for review. Upon review, 
the Office of the Solicitor has included additional redactions and we are releasing 118 pages are 
being released to you in full, 28 pages are being redacted in part, and 1 blank page is being 
withheld. We are redacting pages pursuant to Exemption 5 deliberative and Exemption 6 which 
allows an agency to withhold “personnel and medical files and similar files the disclosure of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). 



Deliberative Process Privilege 



The deliberative process privilege protects the decision-making process of government agencies 
and encourages the fra nk exchange of ideas on legal or policy matters by ensuring agencies are 
not forced to operate in a fish bowl. A number of policy purposes have been attributed to the 
deliberative process privilege. Among the most important are to: (1) assure that subordinates will 
feel free to provide the decision-maker with their uninhibited opinions and recommendations; (2) 
protect against premature disclosure of proposed policies; and (3) protect against confusing the 
issues and misleading the public. 

The deliberative process privilege protects materials that are both predecisional and deliberative. 
The privilege covers records that reflect the give-and-take of the consultative process and may 
include recommendations, draft documents, proposals, suggestions, and other subjective 
documents which reflect the personal opinions of the writer rather than the policy of the agency. 

The materials that have been withheld under the deliberative process privilege of Exemption 5 are 
both predecisional and deliberative. They do not contain or represent formal or informal agency 
policies or decisions. They are the result of fra nk and open discussions among employees of the 
Department of the Interior. Their contents have been held confidential by all parties and public 
dissemination of this information would expose the agency’s decision-making process in such a 
way as to discourage candid discussion within the agency, and thereby undermine its ability to 
perform its mandated functions. 

The deliberative process privilege does not apply to records created 25 years or more before the 
date on which the records were requested. 

Personnel and Medical Files 

The phrase “similar files” covers any agency records containing information about a particular 
individual that can be identified as applying to that individual. To determine whether releasing 
records containing information about a particular individual would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, we are required to balance the privacy interest that 
would be affected by disclosure against any public interest in the information. 

Under the FOIA, the only relevant public interest to consider under the exemption is the extent to 
which the information sought would shed light on an agency’s performance of its statutory duties 
or otherwise let citizens ‘know what their government is up to. The burden is on the requester to 
establish that disclosure would serve the public interest. When the privacy interest at stake and the 
public interest in disclosure have been determined, the two competing interests must be weighed 
against one another to determine which is the greater result of disclosure: the harm to personal 
privacy or the benefit to the public. The purposes for which the request for information is made do 
not impact this balancing test, as a release of information requested under the FOIA constitutes a 
release to the general public. 

The information that has been withheld under Exemption 6 consists of personal information, email 
addresses, and Compensation amounts and we have determined that the individuals to whom this 


information pertain have a substantial privacy interest in withholding it. 

Jennifer Heindl, Attorney-Advisor, Office of the Solicitor was consulted in reaching this decision. 
Lance Purvis, FOIA Officer, Office of the Solicitor, is responsible for making this decision. You 
may contact the FOIA Officer at sol.foia@sol.doi.gov for further assistance and to discuss any 
aspect of your request.

If you consider this response to be a denial of your request, you may appeal this response to the 
Department’s FOIA Appeals Officer. If you choose to appeal, the FOIA Appeals Officer must 
receive your FOIA appeal no later than 90 workdays from the date of this letter. Appeals arriving 
or delivered after 5 p.m. Eastern Time, Monday through Friday, will be deemed received on the 
next workday.

This responds to your letter, received by the Committee on July 6, 2015, seekmg Committee 
review and approval of a draft contract to publish a book. Subject to the guidance contained in this 
letter, we approve your proposed contract. 

FACTUAL. BACKGROUND 

According to your letter and accompanying proposed contract, the letter from the 
publisher, additional information provided to Committee counsel, and publiely-available 
information, tlie background on this matter is as follows. You plan to publish a non-fiction work 
tentatively titled American Commander, w'hich will be your autobiography. It will describe your 
life as a decorated American hero and patriot. 

The contract concerns the publication of yotu’ work by Thomas Nelson (Thomas Nelson), 
a division of HarperCollins Christian Publishing, Inc. (HarperCoIlins Christian). Thomas Nelson 
was established in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1798, and was purchased by HarperColhns Publishers 
in 2011. According to its Web site, Thomas Nelson prints a large variety of bibles, bible study, 
and reference materiaLs, as w'ell as fiction, non-fiction, and children’s titles.' It has published 
biographical and autobiographical works by Rick Santoitim, Denise Jackson, and Deion Sanders, 
among many others. 

Paragraph 5 of the publishing contract calls for you to receive royalty payments on copies 
of the book sold. The royalty rate for sales Of hardcover copies in the United States is 10% of 
the'Suggested retail price for the first 5j000 copies; 12.5% of the suggested retail price for the 
next 10,000 copies; and 15% of the suggested retail price for all copies thereafter. For sales of 
paperback editions, the royalty rate is 13% of tlie suggested retail price for trade paperback 
editions and 10% of the suggested retail price for mass market paperback editiGns. The contract 
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also provides that you will receive 25% of the net sales receipts for e-books and 10% of the net 
sales receipts for other electronic formats. You are entitled to lesser royalty rates for special 
fonnats, such as large-print editions and foreign language editions, and for discounted books. 
The contract does not entitle you to any advanced royalties. Paragraph 15 states; that you will 
receive 100' free copies and your agent, Ian Kleinert of Objective Entertaimneiit (Agent), will 
receive 15 free copies. You may also purcliase additional copies at a considerable discouitt. 
Paragraph 5.10 states you will not receive any royalties on the free copies, and paragraph 15 
states that you will not receive any royalties on any discounted copies you purchase. 


Paragraph 5 calls for payment of S250,000 by Thomas Nelson to Scott McEw'en, your 
“collaborator,” as an advance on royalties. Paragraphs 4 and 27 state that Mr, McEwen’s 
advance will be less a 15% commission owed to your Agent, Pai'agraph 5 furtlier states that once 
Thomas Nelson has recouped the advance royalties paid to Mr. McEwen, royalties will be paid 
solely to you until you have received $250,000 in royalty payments. After you and Mr, McEwen 
have each received $250,000 in royalties, Thomas Nelson will split royalty payments between 
you and Mr, McEwen equally, Youi- attorney, Vincent DeVito, confirmed that neither Mr, 
McEwen nor your Agent, nor any of their re.spective relatives, are House Members, officers, or 
employees. 


Finally, you provided a letter from Dan Foutz, Senior Business Affairs Counsel, at 
HarperCollins Christian. Mr. Foutz’s letter confinns that the publishing contract “adheres to 
traditional standards and practices within the publishing industry” and does not contain terms 
that are materially different from HarperCollins Christian’s contracts for other similar non¬ 
fiction works, Mr. Foutz’s letter also slates that the royalty proidsions in the publishing contract 
are “usual and customary,” 

LEGAL BACKGROUND AND ANALYSIS 


Publishms Contract 

House Members are limited in the type and amount of income tliey may earn in 
employment outside of the Flouse,' However, copyright royalties received pursuant to a 
publishing contract that has been approved in advance by the Committee aie not subject to the 
aiuuial limitation on Members’ outside earned income.^ The Committee will only approve 
confracLs witlr ah “established publisher” and tliat contain “usual and eustomai'y contractual 
terras.”'* * Even under an approved publishing contract, a Member may not receive any advance 
payment on copyright royalties.^ A liteimy agent, researcher, or other individual employed by 
the Member may receive an advance on copyright royalties directly from the publisher, provided

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the individual is not a House employee or a relative of any House Member, and the royalties are 
solely for the benefit of that individual,® 

Based on the representations to the Committee made by you, Mr. DeVito, tlie publisher, 
and publiciy^available information, your proposed book publishing contract appears to be 
consistent with the provisions summarized above. Specifically, Thomas Nelson appears to be an 
“established publisher” as that terra is used in the rule, and royalties will be paid in accordance 
with usual and customary contractual terms. Further, you will receive no advance oil royalties 
under the contract. Finally, neither your Agent, nor your collaborator, nor any of their respective 
family members are Members or employees of tire House. Accordingly, the Committee 
approved the proposed contract. 

AcUvities Related to WriTins and Publishing Books 

Although the subject matter of your book may focus on topics you address in your 
official capacity, writing and publisliing a book is personal activity and not offieial House 
business. Government funds may be used only for the purposes appropriated.”^ Regulations of 
the. Committee on House Administration furtlrer emphasize that offieial resources are to be used 
only for official business.^ Pursuant to these provisions, you may not use any House resom-ces ~ 
including your official House photo, office supplies or equipment, and staff while on official 
time - in connection with the writing, publication, or sale of your book. Additionally, non¬ 
public information or materials acquired during the conduct of your- House business, including 
official notes, files, or other research, is not permissible source material for a book. Finally, you 
Should not imply offi.cial endorsement of the book by the House.’ Accordingly, you are 
permitted to identify yourself as a “Member of Congress,” “Congressman,” or “Representative.” 

Financial Disclosure Reporting Reaidremenls 

As a Member, you must disclose royalties that exceed $200 in any calendar year on 
Schedule A (“Assets and Unearned Income”) of your annual financial disclosure statement 
required by the EIGA.' ’

opinion. 

Changes or other developments in the law (including, but not limited to, the Code of 
Official Conduct, House rules, Committee guidance, advisory opinions, statutes,, regulations, or 
case law) may affect the analysis or conclusions drawn in this advisory opinion. The Committee 
reserves the right to reconsider the questions md issues raised in this advisory opinion and to 
rescind, modify, or terminate this opinion if required by the interests of the House. However, the 
Committee will rescind an advisory opinion only if relevant and niaterial facts were not 
completely and accurately disclosed to the Committee at the time the opinion was issued. In the 
event tlrat this advisory opinion is modified or terminated, the Committee Will not take any 
adverse action against you with respect to any action taken in good faith reliance upon this 
advisory opinion so long as such conduct or such action was promptly discontinued upon 
notification of tire modification or termination of this advisory opinion.
